Tile Germans probably were the first 
to dc orate Christmas trees They used 
stars an leis, toys, gilded nuts and can­ 
os v, wr upped in bright paper and later 
ad v I tir se’, and Ha:.ted candles Scandi- 
r ivi ms at one time trimmed their trees 
with little flans Now they also use cook­ 
ie. , and aided nuts

People in Scandinavia once worship­ 
ped trees, and explains World Book, they 
mach evergreen trees part of Christian 
festival when they became Christians 
One legend tells how the first Christ­ 
ie is tree was shown in a miracle to the 
bn alish missionary Wmfrid (later called 
Boniface). More than 1,200 years ago, 
while traveling in what is now northern 
Germany, 
Winfnd found a group of 
heathens at an oak tree, about to sacri- 
fice a child to the God Thor. 


Winfrid stopped the sacrifice and cut 
down the 
blood oak " As the oak fell, 
according to the legend, a young fir tree 
appeared Winfrid said the fir was the 
tree of life, representing Christ.
